THE SWEDISH FXPEDITION. 

The Shanghai papers to hand to-day. 
state that the Vega, the ship in which the 
Swedish Professor Nordenskjold sot out to 
accomplish the passage North -of Russia 
and Siberia finally coming through Beh- 
ring’s Straits, aud so to Japan and China, 
bas arrived at Yokohama. Telographio ad- 
vices to that effect wero received at Shang- 
hai on the 4th inst. The Courier says 
‘Phe gailantexylorer has thus accomplish- 
ed the passage across Asia, pasting to the 
north of Russia and Siberia, coming out 
through Bebring’s Straits, At one time 
there seemed but too much reason to fear 
that harm had befallen the expedition, if 
indeed, it bad not become totally lost. 
During. part- of the j-urney, it was, ‘of 
course, impossible to find meas of com- 
municating with the outer world; but it 
was kaown that the Vega had got into 
positions of difficulty, if not-of absolute 
danger, In May last, news reached kt. 
Petersburgh, through’ the Governor .of 
Yakutsk, to. the effect that the Professor 
and his comrades were all woll on board 
the steamer, which wis then near Bebring’s 
Straits, Shortly after, the Times was 
enabled to publish some particulars re- 
epeoting the expedition. A telegram de- 
spatched from St. Petersburg, by M. 
Alexander Sibiriakoff. to the Euitcr of the 
Geo,raphische Mittheilungen at Gotha, an- 
nounced that Professor Nordeuskjold had 
sent a letter to the Governor-Genéral o 
Eastern Siberia, dated September 25th, 
which was forwarded to Anadyrak by 
Tachukotian natives, and reached Orkutsk 
on the 28th of April. It appeared from 
that letter that on the 16th of September 
last the ship Vega, conveying the expedi- 
tlon, was frozen in at Serdze Kamen, the 
north eastern extremity of the Techukotlan 
Peninsula. All were, however, well on 
board, and there was no want of provisions 
or fuel. Serdze Kamen-is situated 67° 3 
North latitude and 171° 38’ West longitude, 
a distance of only 100‘nautical miles from 
Bebring’s Straits. Serdzo Kamen is reac’ 
ed almost every. year by whalers from 
the Pacific, Tho ‘most interesting details 
of the expedition were, however, obtained 
from a private letter received at Carlekrona. 
from the commander of the steamer. From 
this source we gather that the Vega left the 
|month of the Lena on the 27th August. 
At first she made tolerably good progross, 
although she had to contend with ice and 
shoals, The voyage continued to Cape 
Jakow, but there she was stopped for 
three deys.
